From what I have1 seen and learned- 


1 am satisfied that apple trees 'or many- 
varieties maybe brought into full-bear- 
ing af four years after being-set into 
tlie orchard. I have seen npi>le trees 
the fourth year after-planting out-bear 
one-half bushel 'of 'apples per tree. 1 
once saw an orchard here in which 00 
trees bore, the eighth season after bc- 
'iv set into the orchard, 200 barrels of 
picked apples. 
Those 00 trees were 


composed of Baldwin, Ilhodc Island 
Greening a"d Roxbury Russet and 
were set 13 feet apart. I am not an 
advocate of large apple trees with tops 
spre.'iulDg 30 to ,T> feet and going up 
into the air 25 to 35 feet requiring a 30 
foot ladder to gather the fruit, but pre- 
fer to set my treea IS feet a.part, using 
13,-, trees per acre, aud. when the trees 
are -1 years old and come into bearing, 
stop ail other cropping and let tho trees, 
h-tve all the ground to grow and ma- 
ture their fruit. 
I would, however, 


fertilize and cultivate the orchard ns I 
would for any crop, says a Connecticut 
nrnu iu Rural New Yorker. 


By .setting the trees IS feet apart li 


have 100 trees more to tho ncro to bear 
from the time they are 4 years old 
and on. This makes the orchard itself 
pay a good profit for the land, nnd 
there is less reason or desire to crop 
the land with some other crop.ns would 
be done with only 05 trees to the acre. 
These trees -would1 bear for 15 years be- : 
fore" crowding, when the top-of every 
other tree s'hould be cut back'to us near 
the body of the tree as could bo done 
and not leave the limbs too large, the,; 
same ns would be done if the tteo -were 
to l>c top grafted.' A new top of young, | 
thrifty growth -wOulQ start out,1 which,; 
of course, would uced to be thinned! 
out properly, and in three years the I 
trees would be in full bearing again,' 
when the tops of those not cut back 
may he served in like manner. jBy this 
method of treatment the top tvouJd be 
kept young, the fruit be grown on 
young"and thrifty wood aud the apples 
easily picked and trees easily sprayed 
over those low heads. When the trees 
crowd again, let the tops bo cut back 
ns before, or tn'»o out every other tree 
entirely. 


As money from the orchard la the ob- 


ject, thus planting the-trees 133 to the 
acre and keeping the tops within n ra- 
dius of about 10 feet, morn apples vi'IH 
be taken from the orchard in 20 or-25 
years, nnd at less expense per tree, tlnin 
would be from Hie same ground iwlih 
trees set 3D trees to the acre in 50 years, 
! for there arc 100 more trees per acre to 
bear fruit and on thrifty, vlgorou- 
young trees. 


Look Ont For SprlnK Freezes. 


Some fruit growers pile the snow up 


around their trees to prevent them 
budding out too early ia the spring. 
But snow melts quickly as the suti 
comes nearer. Some one suggests pil- 
ing up, while the ground is frozen, 
n'ghcs or sawdust or anything that will 
tend to keep the ground frozen around 
the roots to retard the flow.of the sap 
and the disaster of an curly frost. Of 
course It is well known 'thnt the trees 
that are dormant escape the harm 
from au untimely freeze. 
Any treat- 


ment that will prevent the starting out 
of the bnds too early would accomplish 
the purpose,
